Manafort guilty on 8 counts 


Jury deadlocks on 10 other charges relating to finances

ALEXANDRIA, VA. — Paul 
Manafort, the longtime polit- 
ical operative who for months 
led Donald Trump’s success- 
ful presidential campaign, 
was found guilty of eight fi- 
nancial crimes Tuesday in the 
first trial victory of the special 
counsel investigation into the 
president’s associates. 


A judge declared a mis- 
trial on 10 other counts the 
jury could not agree on. 

The verdict was part of 
a stunning one-two punch 
of bad news for the White 
House, coming as the pres- 
ident’s former lawyer, Mi- 
chael Cohen, was pleading 
guilty in New York to cam- 
paign finance charges aris- 
ing from hush money pay- 
ments made to two women 
who say they had sexual 


relationships with Trump. 

The jury returned the 
decision after deliberat- 
ing four days on tax and 
bank fraud charges against 
Manafort, who led Trump’s 
election effort during a 
crucial stretch of 2016, in- 
cluding as he clinched the 
Republican nomination and 
during the party’s conven- 
tion. 
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The jury found Paul 
Manafort guilty of: 


Five counts of filing false tax 
returns. 


One count of failing to re- 
port foreign bank accounts. 


Two counts of bank fraud 
charges.

New Yorx — Michael 
Cohen, President Donald 
Trump’s former personal law- 
yer and fixer, pleaded guilty 
Tuesday to campaign-finance 
violations and other charges, 
saying Trump directed him to 
arrange the payment of hush 
money to porn star Stormy 
Daniels and a former Playboy 
model to influence the elec- 
tion. 

Cohen’s account appears to 
implicate Trump himself in a 
crime, though whether — or 
when — a president can be 
prosecuted remains a matter 
of legal dispute. 

The guilty plea was part of 
a double dose of bad news for 
Trump: It came at almost the 
same moment his former cam- 
paign chairman Paul Manafort 
was convicted in Alexandria, 
Virginia, of eight financial 
crimes in the first trial to come 
out of special counsel Robert 
Mueller’s sprawling Russia in- 
vestigation. 

In a deal reached with fed- 
eral prosecutors, Cohen, 51, 
pleaded guilty to eight counts, 
including tax evasion. He could 
get about four to five years in 
prison at sentencing Dec. 12. 

In entering the plea, Cohen 
did not name the two women 
or even Trump, recounting in- 
stead that he worked with an 
“annamed candidate.” 

But the amounts and the 
dates all lined up with the 
$130,000 paid to Daniels and 
the $150,000 that went to 
Playboy Playmate Karen Mc- 
Dougal to buy their silence 
in the weeks and months 
leading up to the 2016 White 
House election.

cause of safety concerns. 
“We are voluntarily 
pausing our operations in 
Cleveland,” according to an 
emailed statement from the 
company. “However, we have 
had productive conversations 
with Councilman Kerry Mc- 
Cormack and community 
members, and are hopeful 
that we will be able to col- 
laborate with the city on 
their permitting process so 


that Bird can be a reliable, 
affordable, and environmen- 
tally friendly transportation 
option for the community.” 

However, riders were still 
able to unlock the electric 
scooters and ride around 
town well into Tuesday eve- 
ning. 

“I can’t believe they’re 
getting rid of them,” said 
James, an Ohio City man 
who scooted away Tuesday 


afternoon before giving his 
last name. “Every other city 
is able to have these things, 
but not Cleveland. We can’t 
have nice things in Cleve- 
land.” 

James was one of the many 
Clevelanders who hopped on 
a Bird before the company 
began to round them up on 
Tuesday.
